A,  Distribution  plans  have  already  "been  issued  to  manufacturers  authorizii 
the  release  of  some  items;  others  vdll  follow  on  a  day  to  day  basis, 
with  the  items  needed  most  immediately  receiving  first  attention. 


2.         ""."hat  can  a  manufacturer  tell  the  dealer  who  asks  ho?;  many  machines  he 
will  get? 

A.    As  soon  as  a  iiianuf acturer  receives  his  distribution  plan  he  may  notify 
tne  dealer. 


3.         'Till  each  manufacturer  be  permitted  to  ship  into  approximately  the 
same  territories  ana  in  the  same  proportions  as  in  the  past? 

A.    Yes,  as  nearly  as  possible,  considering  r sad/astments  required  by 
Si'df  ts  in  crop  "orod:.ction  areas  and  the  concentration  of  manu- 
facturing under  L-I70, 


k,         Has  the  limitation  on  the  stocks  of  repair  parts  in  dealers'  hands 
been  removed? 

A.    Yes,  the  "oro vision  originally  in  L-I70  limiting  dealers'  inventories 
of  repair  parts  to  ^0  days'  supplies  has  been  removed  from  L-I70. 


5.     ^  Some  farmers  had  s-uo-olies  of  fam  fencing  on  hand  before  rationing. 
May  they  sell  it  to  their  neighbors?  ' 

A.    Yes,  if  the  farmer  is  not  r-lso  a  dealer.    Because  of  the  limited 
amount  of  fencing  to  be  orodiicod  this  year,  it  is  desirable  that 
farmers  sell  siarplus  fence  to  neighbors.    Ko  "ourchase  certificate 
is  required  in  such  a  transaction.     If  purchased -andcr  rationing, 
fence  may  be  sold  by  farmers  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  County 
Farm  Rationing  Com:..ittec,  as  provided  in  the  application  form  iv2l-20. 
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6.    Q..  T?hen  ?dll  feed  grinders  produced  under  L-I70  be  available  for  sale? 

A.    Distribution  plans  for  buTr  and  hammer  mills  have  been  released  to 
manufacturers  and  the  machines  should  be  available  for  sale  soon. 


7.     ^  Hay  County  ?arm  Rationing  Committees  issue  purchase  certificates  for 
articles  such  as  stoves? 

A.  i\'o.  County  ?arm  Rationing  Committees  are  not  authorized  to  ipsue 
purchase  certificates  for  stoves  or  any  other  items  not  listed  in 
Schedule  1  of 'Rationing  Order  C*  as  amended.  Any  stoves  th.at  are 
rationed  arc  rationed  by.  ".""ar  Price  and  Rationing  Boards  of  the  CP. A.

8.     Q,.  what  action  may  an  apolicrnt  talvc  if  a  County  ?arrn  Rationing  Comjiiittoe 
has  disapproved  his  at)  ^'^li  cat  ion? 

A.   (Reference:    Paragraohs  2.22S,  2.230,  2.231,  and  2. 232  of  Rationing 
Order  C*.)     If  an  apDlicroit  ferls  he  La.s  be     unjustifiably  denied  a 
purchase  certificate  he  may  appeal  the  denial  in  the  folle^dng, order: 

1:    Appeal  for  reconsideration  to  the  County  ?arm  Rationing 
Corainittee. 

2:    Appeal  to  the  State  USDA  War  Board. 

3:    Appeal  to  thj  Director  of  Food  Production,  whose  action 
shall  be  fin.al  and  conclusive. 

If  a  person  seeks  relief  of  a  type  not  provided  for  in  the  rationing 
program,  but  is  a  rationing  order  administered  by  the  Director  of 
Food  Production,  he  should  file  a  wTitten  statement  ajid  an  explanation 
of  his  reasons,  -ith  the  Director  of  Food  Production,  Department  of 
Agriculture,  TJashington,  D.  C, 


9.    Q.  Should  State  ^and  County  ~ar  Boards  prepare  lists  of  County  Rationing 
Committee  personnel  or  of  State  -and  county  quotas  for  distribution  to 
anyone  seeking  sucn  information? 

A,  State  and  County  'lex  Boards  are  not  required  or  expected  to  furnish 
lists  of  County  Rationing  Committee  porsonn';l  or  of  .State  or  co^unty 
quotas;  however,  this  information  must  be  made  available  for  public 
inspection. 

*  Ra.tioning  Order  C  has  been  redesignated  as  Food  Production  Order  3. 
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10.    Q,  'iJhSit  items  of  machinery  require  that  the  ipplic^'iit  certify  that  he 
has  located  thern  in  dealers'  hands? 

A.    Only  those  items  listed  in  Schedule  1  on  v^hich  it  has  heen  announced 
that  no  quotas  will  he  presently  established. 


11.    Q,.  State  quotas  may  need  readjustment  for  one  of  three  reasons:  the 

quota  is  too  small;  too  large;  no  quota  is  provided.  'That  steps  can 
be  talcen  to  bring  about  desirable  readjustments? 

A.  The  State  '.Yar  Board  should  report  the  facts  to  the  Washington  office, 
fully  explaining  their  position.

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12.     Q,.  A  County  i'arm  ?.ationing  ConUuittee  or  a  County  USDA  'Tar  Board  believes 
their  county  has  ber.n  discriminated  against  in  sotting  up  county 
quotas  for  lann  machinoi'^.    To  irhom  should  they  appeal? 

A.  County  quotas  were  sot  by  the  State  USDA  *far  Boards.     Ilhe  question 
should  be  tal^en  up  "dth  thorn,  rcmombering  that  they  were  given  a  very 
limited  £3mount  of  machinery  for  allocation  among  the  counties. 


13.  If  a  county  hias  maclunery  or  equipment  in  excess  of  its  absolute 

minimum  needs,  what  procedure  should  the  Co^anty  I'prm  Rationing 
Couvnittee  follow? 

A.     The  County  Fa.im  Rrtioning  Committee  sho-old  report  this  condition  to 
the  State  '~ar  Board,  so  that  transfers  can  be  made  to  other  areas 
where  the  need  is  more  urgent.    Food,  goal  requirements  demand  that 
every  machine  be  put  to  maximum  use. 


II4.         How  ^-111  a  County  i'anu  Rationing  Committee  be  abls  to  identify 

rationed  machinery  delivered  from  L-I70  production  .and  manufacturers 
plont  stocks? 

A.  The  items  of  equipment  wij.l  bear  tags  shoving  the  counties  in  which 
they  are  to  be  r,old  for  use.    Upon  receipt  of  tagged  machinery, 
dealers  will  forward  det'^chable  stubs  to  Co^onty  ?arm  Rationing 
CoaHuittees, 
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15.         Should  dealers  send  purchase  certificates  to  the  manufacturer?  If 
not,  what  guide  will  the  manufacturer  have  for  his  distrihutioh? 

A.  No.     The  dealer  should  not  transmit  purchase  certificates  to  the 
.   manufacturer;  he  should  return  them  to  the  issuing  County  Farm 
Rationing  Committees.'  The  Department' s  distrihution.  plan 'will  be 
given  to  manufacturers  for  their  use  in  distrihuting  the  machinery 
and  equipment  they  produce.    The  dealer  should  order  from  the 
manufacturer  on  the  basis  of  the  purchase  certificate. 


16.         How  does  a  farmer  purchase  from  a  mail  order  house? 
A.  He  forwards  his  purchase  certificate  with  his  order. 


17.         Can  County  Far.i  lationinj  Coirii.iittocs  issue  all  'Durchaso  certificates 
for  their  qiiotas  ^dthin  a  short  period — say,  3O  days? 

A.  There  is  no  time  restriction  limiting  the  period  during  which  quotas 
may  be  used.  Additions  to  quotas  vdll  depend  on  "whether  or  not  more 
machinery  is  made  available. 


18.         If  Schedule  2  items  are  not  rationed,  Wiiy  are  they  listed  in 
Rationing  Order  C*? 

A.  The  Department  is  controlling  the  flow  of  those  items  in  order  to 
assure  equitable  distribution. 


19.  In  one  county  dealers  notified  the  Coujity  Farm  Rationing  Cornmittee 

that  purchase  certificates  must  be  issued  to  dealers  in  order  to  make 
it  'oossible  for  dealers  to  secure  from  distri-butors  and  wholesalers 
needed  machinery.

A.     County  Farm  Rationing  Couii-dttees  should  not  issue  purchase  certificates 
to  dealers  as  such.    Purchase  certificates  arc  not  needed  for  trans- 
fers tlirough  trade  channels.  ■  • 


*  Rationing  Order  C  Ims  been  redesignated  as  Food  Production  Order  3. 
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20.         Can  a  farmer  who  has  obtained  a  purchase  certificate  from  his  County 
^arm  Rationing  Committee  use  it  to  "buy  a  machine  located  in  another 
.county? 

A.    Ik).     Through  cooperation  of  dealers,  distributors,  and  man^Ji j. ctarers 
all  rationed  macninery  has  "been  apportioned  to  co^anties  to  be  sold 
for  use  only  in  the  county  to  viiich  it  is  assigned. 


21.    Q,.  Hov/-  can  machinery  m.anuf actured  under  L-I70  bs  purcnased  for  nonfam 
use? 

A.    Unless  he  has  a  priority  rating  he  can  use,  the  ap-plicsnt  must 
submit  an  application  for  a  priority  rating  to  the  "Tar  Production 
Soard.     The  7ar  Production  Board's  policy  is  to  reject  most  of  these 
applications,    A  fev;  -111  probably  be  granted  for  work  of  military 
■    importance.    Dealers  are  obliged  to  honor  priority  ratings. 


22.    ^.  HoF  can  manufacturers  decide  ""hat  modsls  and  sizes  to  produce  and 
still  conform  -^dth  the  distribr-.tion  pattorj^.s  received  from  the 
Departmient  of  AgrioalturG? 

A.  The  Department  of  Agricr:.lturG  does  not  restrict  the  models  of 

machinery  to  be  produced,    "^ithin  the  limits  of  L-I7O,  manuf actuTors 
^dll  usually  "oroduce  the  sizes  and  types  of  machines  vjhich,  based  ■ 
upon  their  oxporiencc,  "chey  Imo-^'  rill  bo  in  demand„ 


23.    '^.^  Ho\'  can  a  farm:;r  having  a  purchase  certificate  obtain  the  make  of 
machine  he  vants  to  buy? 

A.  If  the  make  of  macl"j.ne  he  rants  is  not  available  for  sale  in  liis 
county,  the  fanner  may  find  it  necess£iry  to  substitute  some  other 
make. 


2k,         Prom  rhat  source  should  dealers  get  their ■  info r...ation  regarding  the 
Parm  MacMnery  Rationing  program? 

A,  Dealers  vill  receive  information  on  the  farm  maCiU.nory  rationing 
program  from  '.7ar  Boards  ^nd  tiirough  busiiiess  and  trade  cliannels. 
Hevever,  since  close  a^srocia-tions  riUi  deaJ.ers  rill  continue 
t^iroughout,  Co-onty  Parm  Rationing  Co-ir.ittees  -md  TJar  Boraris  should 
be  of  service  to  docilors  by  promptly  advising  thra  of  no'"'  develop- 
ments in  th:  rationing  -orogram. 
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25.    Q.  TThat,  if  anything,  can  or  should  the  Coimty  Farm  Rationing  Conimittees 
or  the  State  USDA  ^ar  Board  do  when  a  dealer  refuses  to  release  or 
sell  a  piece  of  equipment  or  machinery  (in  his  stock)  to  a  farmer 
presenting  a  pijirchase  certificate  and  having  the  money  to  purchase? 

A.  There  is  no  authority  under  Rationing  Order  C*  to  compel  the  dealer 
to  deliver  to  a  farmer  holding  a  purchase  certificate  any  farm 
iiiGcninery  or  equipment  in  the  dealer's  stock.    Wg  suggest,  hovcver, 
that  a  representative  of  the  State  or  County  War  Board  visit  ih3  ■ 
dealer  and  explain  to  him  in  detail  the  provisions  of  the  rationing 
order.     It  should  "be  pointed  out  that  farm  'machinery  for  agricultur.ril 
use  is  not  sold  on  a  rated  "basis  and  that  his  refusal  to  deliver  the 
equipment  needed  "by  the  farmer  will  proba"bly  result  in  his  having  no 
sale  for  his  stock.    In  no  event  should  any  threats  "be  made  against 
the  dealer,  since  it  is  his  privilege  to  refuse  to  sell  any  equipment 
he  has. 


26.         Are  people  in  and  near  town  ?;ho  raise  poultry  "but  are  not  farmers 
eligi"ble  to  obtain  purchase  certificates  for  poultry  netting?  -  ■ 

A.    Yes,  such  purchasers  may  apply  for  purchase  certificates  to  purchase 
rationed  items  necessary  to  iDoultry  production.

A.  Uo.    Machinery  and  equipment  must  be  kept  at  the  manufacturer's

Q.  '.'Ihat  do.GS  the  term  "farm  wagons"  as  used  in  Part  I_  of  "Quotas" 
include?  .  .  " 

A,     The  terra  '^farrn  wagons"  means  "farm  trucks"  (not  motor  trucks), 
and  wagon  running  gears.     (Wagon  "boxes  are  not  rationed.) 


30.    Q,.  Arc  the  quotas  on  spike  and  spring  harrov;s  "based  on  one  section,  or 
on  a  complete  harrov'  consisting  of  more  than  one  section? 

A,  Tho  quota  on  spike  and  spring  harrov/s  is  based  on  one  section. 

One  purchase  certificate  may  be  issued  for  three  sections,  but  each 
section  must  be  cha.rged  as  one  unit  against  the  county  quota. 


31.    Q,.  Do  tractor-dravm  cultivator  quotas  include  tractor-mounted 
cultivators? 

A.  Yes, 


32.         Bbv  ^:"ill  the  tag  dI-'^ii  •'■ork  on  farm  el~vators  of  ^riiich  there  are  four 
or  five  types  ^nd  from  20  to  25  combinations,  each  sale  being  a 
special  case  aoplying  to  a  particular  farmer's  needs? 

A,  A  manufacturer  vill  be  notified  of  his  distribution  plan,  '.vhich    '  ■ 
directs  him  to  mc?k:e  available  a  certain  nmber  of  elevators  for 
sale  in  each  county.     The  type  of  elevator  to  be  sent  to  each 
particular  county  v/ill  be  left  to  the  manuf acturere 


33.  Q;.  Has  the  Department  of  Agriculture  arranged  for  a  quota  of  nipe  ond 
fittings,  normally  sold  tlirough  jobbers,  needed  to  install  milking 
machines? 

A.  Kot  as  yet.    iirr.'mgemcnts  ore  no'."  being  dev:loped  by  the  Dcp'-irtiVient 
of  Agriculture  and  the  VJ^r  Production  3opxd  to  orovide  a  supply  of 
pipe  and  fittings  to  inst/iLl  milking  machines  .-rnd  maice  similar 
farm  installations.

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Q,.  Should  State  'Tar  Boards  adjust  county  quotas  to  provide  for  the 
distritution  of  rnacninGry  that  v.-as  'in  doalorB'  stock  as  of 
Novamtcr  1  or  boComes  a  part  of  dealers'  stock  by  reason  of  the 
)  •  release  of  "branch  houses'  and  distributors'  stocks? 

A.  Yes.    A  county's  quota  should  be  currently  readjusted,  rhen  necessary, 
to  include  the  county's  share  of -both  tagged  and  untagged  machinery. 
Horever,  in  readjusting  such  quotas,  the  State  ¥ar  Board  shoi-J.d  take 
into  account  the  fact  that  25^  of  the  original  quota  allotteo.  on  the 
■basis  of  Order  L-I70  might  not  be  manufactured,    A  desirable 
precaution  is  to  rithhold  this  25^  as  a  cushion  vath  which  to  make 
such  later  readjustments  as  may  prove  to  be  desirable. 


35.    Q*         does  there  need  to  be  this  difference  of  25^^  between  the  original 
State  quota  and  the  total  of  current  county  quotas? 

A,  Order  L-I70  originrlly  contemplated  the  prediction  of  only  lOC^o  of 
the  machinery  authorized  by  this  order.    To  expedite  machinery 
production,  75/^  of  the  materials  needed  was  iiii-iiediately  allocated  to 
mianuf acturcrs.    The  rei-iaining  "^-p  wa.s  .to  be  allocated  later,  ".hen  an 
estimate  could  be  obtained  of  the  .amount  of  partially  fabricated  and 
raw  inventory  in  m.anuf actu.rers'  possessions.    Then,  by  adjustment, 
the  100^  production  authorized,  by  L--17O  could  be  achieved.  Hor/ever, 
since  this  decision  \7as  reached,  greater  attention  is  being  given  to 
the  food  supply,  and  it  has  been  decided  that  a  larger  total 
production  is  desirable.    Accordingly,  7/hen  a  mianuiacturer  has 
reported  enough  material  on  hand  to  produce  more  than  the  quota  . 
alloved  hLm  under  L-I70,  his  appeal  for  permission  to  increa.se  his 
production  above  lOO/o  has  in  certain  instances  been  grantedo 

As  the  Department  learns  of  these  increases  and  determines  the  net 
production  (which  is  the  sum  of  the  production  authorized  by  .T-170f 
plus  the  production  increased  by  appeals,  plus  the  m.anufactujors' 
stocks  on  Novanber  l),  the  Department  may  taice  one  of  three  auctions: 

(1)  If  the  increase  be  nominal,  the  Department  may 
increase  State  quotas  and  pro-rate  to  the  coujities 
in  accord?n.ce  with  the  original  pattern  furnished 
by  the  State  ^ar  Boards — notifying  the  manufacturers 
and  State  ^ar  Boards  accordingly,     (This  was  done  in 
the  case  of  milking  machines, ) 

(2)  If  tl'iie  permits,  the  Department  may  revise  State 
quotas  and  request  the  State  "JTar  Boards  to  readjust 
county  quotas  ajid  submit  new  patterns;  the 
Department  ^-ill  then  notify  manufacturers  accordingly. 

(3)  The  Dcpartinent  may  ask  State  War  Boards  to  submit 
additional  sets  of  county  r;uota.s  based,  respectively, 
on  125/0,  150^0,  175fo,  and  20a/o,  so  that  the  Iffashington 
office  may  use  as  a  basis  the  one  most  appropriate, 
tlius  avoiding  delay  in  notifying  manufacturers.

Hbv;GVGr,  despite  these  plms  to  act  on  distrilDution-  'ri%h  aizci^ncy 
and  speed,  there  is  no  as^ru-rcnce  that  the  manuf acturers  t.111  produce 
their  entire  quotas  in  ti:nc  for  seasonal  use.    This  uill  be  uncertain 
until  the  machinery  or  cquipncnt  actually  appears  in  dealers'  h^.ds. 
It  is  iaportant,  therefore,  for  the  original  county  quotas  allocated 
"by  the  State  rT.ar  Boards,  to  uhich  increases  raay  be  nade.in  one  of  the 
three  ways  described  a>bovc,  to  remain  on  the  basis  of  75%  production 
under  L-I70.  ... 

Example:    The  lOOfo  quota  for  a  given  county  is  12  burr  uillSo  The 
State  Vax  Board  allocates  to  the  county,  hovrever,  only  9  burr  ..dlls, 
or  l^fo.    Because  of  additional  material  found  in  manufacturers' 
inventories,  the  State's  quota  is  increased  and  the  Sto-te  "^Inx  Board 
allots  four  additional  burr  miills  to  the  county.    This  county's  quota 
is  then  16  burr  mills  on  the  basis  of  lOOp,  but  orJ-y  I3  burr  mills 
in  actu.ality,     Thu.s  some  protection  is  offered  in  case  the  pro- 
duction of  machinery  pnd  equipment  might,  for  unforeseen  reasons,  be 
less  than  anticipated.     If  I6  burr  mills  arc  shipped  to  the  count;/, 
three  mills  are  subject  to  the  disposition  of  the  State  "ar  Bosjrd; 
their  distribution  m:ay  be  controlled  by  increasing,  the  q^jota  of  this 
county  or  of  the  coi^nties  rhich  the  Boajrd  determines  to  bo  most  in 
need  of  the  equipmicnt.

A.  Yes,  but  tagged  maciiinery  m.ust  be  sold  for  use  only  in  the  cotinty 
designated  on  the  tag. 


37'         Tihat  about  miachinary  and  equipment  vhich  apaearcd  in  Temporary'  Orders 
A  and  B,  but  docs  not  appear  in  Order  C*? 

A.  Transfer  or  s?xLe  of  any  inachinery  or  cqaipLient  not  listed  in 
Rationing  Order  C  as  amended,  is  not  rationed  by  the  DcpaTtiient 
of  Agriculture  cycn  thougli  it  may  have  appeared  in  Orders  A  or  B*. 


*  Tci?.porary  Orders  a  and  B  have  been  redesignated  as  i'ood  Production 
Orders  1  and  2;  and  Hation-ing  Order  0,  as  I'ood  Production  Order  3»

they  may  be  sold  to  a  user  tlthout  purchase  certificate  or  certifica- 
tion.   Repair  parts  arc  not  rationed  either, 

39.         TThat  is  an  attachment? 

A.  FzT  the  purposes  of  the  rationing  program,  an  attnciFiient  for  fam 
machinery  and  equipment  is  a  supplementary  applioncc,  not  listed  as 
an  item  of  farm  ..:achinery  and  equipment  in  ".'.P. 3,  Order  L-I70,  v-hich 
may  he  added  to  an  otherwise  complete  machine  to  extend  its  utility, 
I'or  cxanple,  the  pov/er  tal^e-off  on  a  tractor  rould  bo  an  attachncnt; 
but  a  tractor-mounted  cultivator  or  mouor  r/ould  not  be  an  attachment, 
because  it  is  listed  as  an  item  of  farra  machinery  and  equipment  in' 
L-170.  "  . 


1(0.    Q,.  ""ncn  directives  or  releases  arc  issued  to  i/ianuf acturers,  v.ill  tagging 
instructions  be  included? 

A.  Yes,    Distribution  directives  to  nnmifacturerr,  •'111  include  tagging 
instructions  and  "orovide  a  proposed  form  of  tag  to  be  used. 


hi,    Q,  '.Till  there  be  any  instructions  to  indicate  which  counties  rill_ 
receive  earliest  production? 

A,  No,    The  order  of  delivery  by  manufacturers  to  vcxious  States  .and 
counties  v.dll  be  left  entirely  to  the  manufacturers.    It  is  bcO.ievod 
that  manufacturers  in  most  cases  are  veil  acqua-inted  vath  sca.-.onal 
requirements  for  ma.chines  and  will  satisfy  these  requirements  to  the 
best  of  their  ability.    Unless  manufacturers  request  such  information, 
the  Dppartdiient  is  not  notifying  them  of  those  areas  which  should  be 
given  priority  in  the  order  of  shipment  of  machines. 


^42,         In  notifying  m^muf acturcrs  of  units  they  are  permitted  to  ship  to  a 
co"unty,  \-ill  the  i.imuf acturers'  proposed  distribution  plans  be 
followed  as  far  as  possible? 

A,  Distribution  patterns  furnished  by  m.auf acturers  are  being  follov/ed  as 
closely  as  possible  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  preparing 
directives  to  iianufacturers.    In  som.e  cases  it  has  been  necessary  to 
deviate  slightly  from  these  plans.    Some  m-nnuf acturers  did  not  submit

A,  A  gas  engine  to  "be  purchased  separately  for  use  vath  a  milld.ng 
ma-Ciiine  is  considered  as  a  separate  itei'n  and  is  rationed  under 
Rationing  Order  C* ,  requiring  a  purchase  certificate,    in  electric 
motor  to  be  purchased  separately  for  use  v;ith  a  milking  machine  is 
not  rationed  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture.    Ee\7ever,  a  priority 
rating  may  be  necessary  for  the  purchase  of  an  electric  motor',  in"

A.  An  insulated  r.iilk- cooling  tank  would  not  "be  considered  as  an  iTu-icrslon 
milk  cooler  unless  it  rere  of  the  type  \7hich  is  made  to  Idq  used  vdth- 
out -additional'  equipment,    For  instance,  if  an  imi.icrsion  milk  tank 
is  manufactured  for  the  use  of  dee  or  cold  running  water  as  a 
refrigerant,  then  the  tank  would  "be  considered  as  an  i:.i.".crsion  milk 
cooler  and  TO^ald  require  a  purchase  certificate.    If,  on  the  ether 
hand,  additional  equipment  such  as  a  compressor  and  coils  to  "bo 
used  vdth  the  tank  were  necessary,  then  the  tank  v^ould  not  be  -con- 
sidered as  a  complete  milk  cooler  but  rather  as  a  comDonent  pa.-t 
of  the  milk  cooler,  and  ^^ould  not  require  a  purchase  certificate.

A.  Repair  parts  and  attachments  (whether  or  not  for  machines  liotad 
in  Schedule  I  or  II)  are  not  rationed  or  restricted  as  to  tra:'o:fer 
or  sale. 


60.         May  a  gasoline  motor  for  a  combine  harvester  be  considered  a  repair 
p^-rt  under  Rationing  Order  C*? 


61.     ^  ii  mail  order  house  sells  through  its  retail  stores  a  "flour  mill"  for 
the  sum  of  $10..S5«    Farmers  use  it  to  crush  feed  for  stock.     Is  it  a 
"feed  grinder"  chargeable  against  State  and  coujity  quotas? 

A.  'This  '^flour  mill"  is  a  hand-operated  mill.    For  that  reason,  the  mill 
may  be  purchased  without  regard  to  Rationing  Order  0*  despite  the  fact 
that  it  can  also  be  used  to  crush  feed  for  stock.    Such  mills  vdll  not 
bo  charged  against  the  State  or  county  quota  of  feed  grinders.
